The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: (1) On page 1 - lines 5-11, the co-pending 
information needs to be filled in and 2) On page 7- line 15, 
"cages" should be — cage — . Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 3 5 U.S. C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

For clarity of the claims, the additional references to the 
"group" should be referred to as — intermediate group — to 
clearly distinguish them from the extreme ^nd cutters. This 
should be checked in all claims 1-6. 

Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112.
